BIG TREASURY DEFICIT FOR THE YEAR 


Feots Up $26,162,423; Making $136,- 
861,812 fer the Three Years of . 
the Present Administration. 


Washington, D. C., April 26.—The Treas- 
ury deficit for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1896, will be approximately $25,000,000.) 
This is the opinion of officials and others 
best qualified to make an intelligent esti- 
mate of the result of the fiscal operations of 
the year. 

In his annual estimates sent to Congress 
at the biginning of the present session the 
Secretary of the Treasury estimated the 
receipts from customs during the fiscal] year 
at $172,000,000. So far, with nearly ten 
months of the year gone, the customs re- 
ceipts have reached about $137,000,000, with 
a fair prospect of increasing to $166,000,000 
by the close of the year. 

The estimate of the receipts from internal 
revenue sources was §$158,000,000. Up to 
this time they have reached $120,000,000, and 
it is expected that the figures for the com- 
pleted year will be about $146,000,000. 

The receipts from miscellaneous sources 
are expected to slightly exéeed the estimates 
of $15,000,000, making the total receipts for 
the year about $327,000,000. 

The Secretary’s estimate of the year’s ex- 
penditures was $362,000,000, which, according 
to his figures, would leave a deficiency of 
$17,000,000. 

The actual expenditures, however, it is 
now thought, will aggregate about $362.- 
000,000, or $10,000,000 less than Mr. Carlisle’s 
estimate in December last, so that the deficit 
at the close of the year, it is believed, will 
not show any very material change from 
Saturday’s figures, $25,162,423. This makes 
the total deficit for the three fiscai years 
ending June 30, 1896, $136,861,812.

He had just 
journeyed from New York to Louisville, 
where he is entered in the Kentucky Derby. 
As he was invincible in his 2-year-old form, 
so is it thought he will run away from any- 
thing in the 33-year-old class, and there are 
but few men who believe there is anything 
in the Derby that can trouble him, The 
most any of them predict is, there will be 
a race.” Brush stood the journey from New 
Fork splendidly. On the morning after he 
arrived he was being given his usual work. 
light of course, but more than would have 
been expected in view of the long trip. 

Rather High in Fiesh. 

Those who have looked at Dwyer’s great 
colt since his arrival are not so well pleased 
with his condition. He is a trifle heavy and 
will have to be worked down a little. Brush 
was always a rather sluggish goer, but just 
now it is doubtful if he could stir himself to 
an éyelash finish such as he may be called 
upon to make. Again the Derby is but two 


weeks off and Campbell, Brugh's trainer, 


says he must rest him for a week at least. 
This leayes but one week to train the colt 
to the point, leave him hard and without sur- 
plus flesh, and have his wind as sound as 
it is possible for it to be. 

The men handling him, though, promise 
to do this and say that Brush will go to the 
post in good condition. Agafh they express 
a doubt as to whether he will race if he is 
not in perfect shape. But there is little 
doubt on this score, as he has been shipped 
a long distance to be in the crew which will 
face the starter: The best that Brush has 
Gone is 1:50 and Campbell will not have him 
sent faster for the present. 

Ulysses, Brown Dick’s entry, which has 
been looked on as Brush's most dangerous 
competitor, Was sent a mile and a quarter 
in 2:12, The distance was reeled off rather 
sluggishly, though, and While the track Was 
deep in dust and Ulysses not in the best uf 
mood he did not show himself quite worthy 


| of the confidence which has been reposed in 


him. First Mate, the Nastin & Larrabie 
entry, went the same distance in 2:10%. 

On the day of the race Dwyer’s colt will be 
a big odds on favorite, while efforts will be 
made to pick a dark horse from the other 
entries by those who like odds. 

In the meantime the tough and rugged son 
of Bramble is taking his work good natured- 
ly, seems in high spirits and good health, 
and * be depended on to make a good 
race arry Reed, his stable companion, 
is not faring 80 well, e trip from New 
York did not agree with him and he is dull 
and listless. After the Louisville races Ben 
Brush will be taken to Latonia.

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enthusiasm. He is an American, born in 
Illinois, and educated in Chicago at the uni- 
versity, and he is an actor of great ability, 
admirable achievement, and extraordinary 
promise. He appeared at the Columbia last 
night in his own play, The New Domin- 
ion,“ his second engagement in this city 
during the present season. To say he re- 
peated his former success is hardly true, for 
he was not accorded the reception he de- 
served when here before. But the audience, 
which was much larger than the average, 
fairly rose to him during the progress of the 
play, applauded him repeatedly, brought 
him before the curtain at the close of every 
act, remaining in their seats to give him 
final recognition, and, to crown all, induced 
him to make a speech. 

Mr. Clement in response, after apologiz- 
ing for his ineptitude at doing that sort of 
thing, made a better deliverance than any 
the Columbia audiences have listened to 
this year. He expressed his gratitude at 
being so hospitably entreated in the State 
and city where he was born and bred, and 
said it with feeling and evident gratification.

interested until the fall of the curtain. His 
German accent and idiom were excellent 
and the play so constructed as to give him 
every advantage. The dialogue was bright. 
vivacious, and witty to a degree. Indeed, 
the play, though not great and with some 
desperate faults, is a-dramatic success and 
deserves commendation much more than 
blame. 

Mr. Clement is young and his present suc- 
cess, both as a delineator of character anda 
playwright, is practically the beginning of 
his career. He is bound to obtain recogni- 
tion from the country at in a far wider 
field and it will redound to the country's 
credit when it is given. His support last 
night was excellent, Miss Rose Stahl, Miss 
Carolyn Kenyon, and. in less degree, Miss 
Amelia Gardner, and Miss Karra Kenwyn, 
the women in the cast, and Messrs. Jeffrey 
D. Williams, Lee Arthur, and W. Brown 
Smith, all showing careful study both of 
the pleasant Virginia dialect and the re- 
quirements of the parts.

Doubtless Assessor Hepburn will use the 
report of the commission to equalize as- 
sessaments in the First Ward and by mak- 
ing extra efforts he can remedy those which 
have been made in other wards in the South 
Town. Then, when the Legislature meets, 
a law can be passed which will give the 
Assessors more time to do their work in 
and the taxpayers and reviewing boards 
better opportunities to eriticise and cor- 
rect it. 


SILVER AS LEGAL TENDER AT ITS M. 
TRINSIC VALUE. 

The silver dollar of the United States al- 
ready is full legal tender for the payment 
of all debts, public and private, unless 
otherwise specified in the contract. It 
passes current at nearly twice the intrinsic 
value of the coin. This displeases the free 
silver extremists. They want to have the 
silver dollar reduced in buying power, so 
that wages on the same actual basis of 
values would be nominally twice as high 
as now, or, if nominally unchanged, would 
have only half the buying power they hare 
at present. They urge this for various 
reasons, but are united in demanding the 
free coinage of silver as the most direct 
means of bringing about the change in the 
purchasing power of the silver dollar. 

These agitators are forced to admit that 
with free silver coinage the cheap metal 
would sell and circulate only at its bullion 
value. They claim a great advantage 
would arise from the increased production 
of silver, that must precede and accompany 
its more extensive use as money. But they 
also loudly profess to be “ bimetallists,” 
desiring to have gold as well as silver in 
use as money, which they cannot have 
on the ratio of 16 to 1. Then they should 
be content to have silver employed at its 
bullion Value, with of without coinage, 
since the mint stamp would add nothing 
to the value under free coinage. A plan 
for doing this was suggested by tlie late 
Secretary Windom when he was in charge 
of the Treasury seven yéars ago, and fts 
adoption would have provided for a greater 
use of silver today, while it would. ha ve 
enabled us to steer clear of the disastrous 
consequences of trying the impossibility 
of using silver on a vast scale at double 
its real value. His idea was to have sil- 
ver bullion deposited in the astiry and 
money certificates issued against it for full 
bullion value in gold, these certificates to 
be redeemable in silver at the full bullion 
value of the metal at the time the notes 
were presented for redemption. The Treas- 
ury would stand the loss due to depreciation 
and take the gain arising from an advance 
in the price of the bullion while the silver 
was held by the government. This loss 
of gain would inure to the whole mass of 
the people, but it would constitute for 
them protection against the far greater 
loss that is inevitable from a chante and 
a demoralization of the currency standard. 

But if silver certificates, redeemable in 
silver at its full market value in terms of 
gold, were made legal tender, all the silver 
in the country would be an active auxiliary 
of gold to the full extent of its value, no 
matter how largé a quantity might be ex- 
tracted from the mines. The silver then 
would be full legal tender for all it is in- 
trinsically worth, while the present trouble 
is, the silver is legal tender for far more 
than its real value, and the free silverites 
want to drive out gold and substitute silver 
at its bullion value of about fifty cents on 
the dollar, as the future money standard. 

Secretary Windom thought he had 
worked out a satisfactory solution of the 
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sary to delay action till they got back. 
The Speaker attended to the matter. 

The moment the House bill with the 
Senate amendments was laid on the table 
he referred it to the Committee on Coinage, 
Weights and Measures, so as to prevent 
immediate action. For two days the free 
Silverites raved and stormed, and had 
majorities on some votes, but finally the 
Republican absentees, whom the Speaker 
had telegraphed for, arrived, and he was 
sustained in his rulings, and the free coin- 
age amendment defeated. 

In the Fifty-second Congress the silver 
men made a continuous series of efforts 
to pass a free coinage measure.’ They had 
Speaker Crisp with them, and were de- 
feated only through the practically solid 
opposition of the Republican minority, led 
by Mr. Reed. In the Fifty-third Congress 
he voted for the repeal of the Sherman 
law, and his speech in favor of repeal was 
the ablest made on that side of the ques- 
tion. He voted also for the bill to author- 
ize the President to sell gold bonds, and 
for the joint resolution empowering him 
to do so. 

In the present Congress Speaker Reed 
has done all in his power to maintain the 
credit of the government. He urged the 
passage of the bill to give the Treasury 
Department additional power to sell bonds 
and to issue certificatés of indebtedness. 
It was not his fault that the Senate killed 
it by a free coinage amendment. 

Nothing that Mr. Reed has done, how- 
ever, in behalf of sound money can equal 
in value the services he rendered id 1890. 
Then, but for him, Congress would have 
passed a free coinage bill. What the ef- 
fect of the adoption of such a measure 
would have been on the credit and the 
business interests of the country can be 
imagined by those who remember the 
panic created a few years later by a feur 
of a slump to the silver standard. 


COIN HARVEY'S FIREWORKS IN DISPUTE. 

The California Fireworks company will 
gain no sympathy from the public in its 
effort to cast a cloud about the silver halo 
that surrounds the head of the founder of 
the “Financial School.” It might better 
lose the $789.95 that figures in its complaint 
than drag Coin Harvey forth again from 
his meditative retreat into a petty squabble 
in court about this unpaid bill. It might 
better permit the retired champion of silver 
to enjoy his gold in peace and not rake up 
old pyrotechnic displays to worry him in his 
seclusion. Moreover, the facts are in dis- 
pute. 

On a night in July Mr. Harvey attended 
a earnival in Ogden, Utah, under the 
auspices of the Rex Order and Monte 
Oristo Pro Bono Publico.” The people rose 
as one man to do honor to this hero who 
was seeking to save the money of the peo- 
ple, or as much as he Gould get into his 
possession.

There are no two opinions about 
pie, and the public will not permit the future 
of this staple to be jeopardized by any in- 
difference shown to one of its attributes, 
This is Mr. Dolliver's opinion, and he car- 
ries the argument to the other articles of 
food, applying it in a “ you-can’t-fool-all- 
the-people-all-the-time ” spirit. He says: 

The world will not go on forever buying coffee 
grains delicately molded out of blue mud. It win 
not go on buying tea that has been generously 
commingled with the dried leaves of the forest. 
It will not go on drinking wine that has been 
manufactured in a cellar without the interven- 
tion of graggs, nor those other and more penetrat- 
ing beverages that have been entered into partner- 
ship with such a fatal assortment of explosive 
chemicals as to greatly facilitate the descent of 
our fellow-citizens, as the old negro preacher 
expressed it, down the lubricated steps to the 
opaque profundity of damnation. 

And now that Mr. Dolliver has spoken it 
can be asserted safely that filled cheese 
must be added to his interesting list.

Rapid-Fire Gans Do Good Work. 


The long, straggling line extended over a 
distance of three miles, with wide intervals 
between the men in the line, except in the 
parts where they closed in in expectation of 
a hand to hand conflict. Many came on, 
brandishing their assegais and shields and 
giving forth fierce yells in true sayage 
fashion. ‘ 

As the howling savages closed in on the 
column they afforded au excellent target for 
the sweeping discharge of the rapid fire 
guns. The e t which ensued was 
a hot and desperate one, and dark, lea 
bodies seemed to spring up as fast as 
were mowed down. 

The Buluwayo force kept the river in 
their immediate front. The firearms did 
heavy execution among the hostile natives 
as they rushed up to the opposite bank. 
This only partly checked their flerce on- 
slaught and many gained the side on which 
the whites stood. These were charged by 
the troopers and cut down or driven back 
into the stream. 

When the Matabele in front were finally 
driven back they were seen to have sustained 
a heavy loss. The little river was dyed a 
dark crimson with the blood of the victims 


‘of the Maxim gun. One observer counted 


forty dead lying in a small circuit close to 
the column. ‘The whites has been hotly 
engaged in front and when they succeeded 
in repulsing the attack there they found 
more work still waiting for them. 
Outfanked by the Enemy. 

The advanced ends of the enemy’s line had 
got under their flanks, and they found 
squares of howling black men in their rear 
when they turned their attention in that di- 
rection. This came near proving a greater 
peril than the onslaught from the front, but 
it was luckily deferred until the first attack 
had been repulsed and the forces of the Mat- 
abele weakened there. 

But for the open nature of the ground 
toward Buluwayo the encircling tactics of 
the enemy would certainly have succeeded 
against the small force opposed to them. As 
it was it was possible to perceive their move- 
ments and move accordingly, and the open 
ground gave free play for the Maxim, which 
was employed also in that direction with 
deadly effect. 

The losses sustained by the whites were: 
H. G. Whitehouse, C. Gordon, and B. Par- 
sons killed, and several wounded, the exact 
number not being stated. The rapid-fire 
gun is thought to have saved the day for the 
whites beyond question. The loss they sus- 
tained, in view of the force of the attacking 
party and the fact that they were actually 
outflanked, is considered small, and the 
whites are considered lucky to have come off 
so well, They retired upon the conclusion 
of the fight, but they were in possession of 
the field when they did so. 


Sortie Proves tneffleectual. 


Although the attacking party came off 
without any very heavy losses they did not 
drive the Matabele, but simply repuised 
their attack. The hostile lines are practical- 
ly as near to Buluwayo as ever, and it is 
certain that only a part of the Matabele, who 
are beleaguring Buluwayo, were engaged in 
yesterday's ght. 

It is not clear that the sortie has been ef- 
fectual in preventing the advance of the 
Matabele to the south of Buluwayo, which 
is the outcome most feared. 

The uneasiness here regarding the situa- 
tion in the hard pressed settlement is una- 
bated, and about the only agreeable factor is 
that telegraphic communication with Bu- 
luwayo is still open. The Administrator 
there announces that the town still has pro- 
visions for twenty days. The supplies on 
their way from Mafeking are expected to 
arrive before that period expires. ut their 
pte gy at all depends upon many contingen- 
cles. 

It ie very much feared that the relief col 
umn may be attacked. If the supplies were 
not captured in such a case they would cer- 
tainly be delayed. The same thing would 
happen if the line of communication were 
cut and some point on it strongly held. The 
best speed the relief column can make with- 
out hostile obstruction will not bring it to 
Buluwayo until it is urgently needed. 

The Administrator in Buluwayo is doin 
all in his power to increase his stock an 
to provide against the contingency of delay 
of the relief from Mafeking. He has or- 
dered that all ger service be stopped in 
order to enable the coaches from the south 
to be used for bringing in the available sup- 
ply of meal. It is said also that an arrange- 
ment has been made with a friendly chief for 
further supplies, and these, it is hoped, will 
tide over the needs of the community until 
they are better provided for. 

An official dispatch forwarded here from 
Mafeking reports that up to the present 
time all is well with the relief column.

Work of Rebuilding Begins.

The first to 
open its doors was a dance hall and the sec- 
ond a saloon, but other branches of business 
were soon represented. 

With 3,000 people rendered homeless, of 
course, lodging-houses are in greatest de-, 
mand, and many of these are rapidly pro- 
gressing. Fortunately the weather is re- 
markably fine, so that sleeping in the open 
air does not entail suffering, and few have 
been compelled to do this. The best of orde® 
prevails. 

Hundreds of special policemen are on 
duty guarding the thousands of dollars’ 
worth of property from stores and private 
houses from pilferers. 


Aid Is Politely Declined. 


One of the first steps taken this morning 
by the business-men of the place was the 
organization of a Relief committee to look 
after the destitute. -At an early hour tele- 
grams began coming to the Mayor from 
cities and towns of the State offering finan- 
mal aid, These were turned over to the 
ecrommittee, who replied with thanks, but 
declining the ‘kindly offers. Cripple Creek 
will take care of her own. It is not believed 
this will be difficult, for there is today work 
for every man able to wield a shovel or a 
hammer. 

Mayor Steele prepared the 
proclamation this afternoon: 

“To the General Public: Committees 
have been appointed composed of our most 
energetic business-men of Cripple Creek 
and resolutions have been adopted whereby 
the entire burnt district of eight blocks will 
be rebuilt as fast as money and labor can 
do so. We believe we can take care of our 

e without outside assistance. 

Everything is quiet and the citizens are 
seeing that order prevails.

Today the work of opening safes and vaults 
began, and in most cases the contents were 
found to be intact. The steel-lined vault 
of the postoffice had to be blown open with 

dynamite, but the valuable government 
property was safe. A vast amount of mati 
matter, estimated at from 25,000 to 35,000 
pieces, was destroyed, as was all the fur- 
niture of the office. No estimate can be put 
upon the value of the mail. In six days more 
Cripple Creek would have had a new postof- 
fice, the finest in America for a town of its 
size, but this, too, was devoured by the 
flames, and the question of handling the tons 
of mail matter that comes here, which has 
been a eonstant perplexity since the office 
was established, now presents itself in a new 
and more formidable shape.

Dr. Lumley’s Story. b

that he had about 2 o’clock on Saturday af- 
ternoon. He said a man drove up to the 
place and carried a woman into the office.

He said the woman was his wife and they 
were preparing to move Saturday and were 
at work when he went out of the house into 
the yard. While he was gone he said a 
tramp entered the house and taking a hatch- 
et had assaulted his wife. 

The blows the woman received were mur- 
derous ones. One extended for several inch- 
es on the crown of the head and penetrated 
to the brain. A second had destroyed the 
left eye and a third made a glancing but 
deep wound over her left temple. Dr — 
ley dressed the wounds and Wheeler carry- 
ing his nearly dying wife down the stairs 
placed her in the buggy and drove away. 


Detectives Set te Work. 


Capt. O’Nell, Lieut. Keleher, and several 
detectives then set to work to unravel the 
mystery. The several hospitals were tele- 
phoned to and finally the officials in charge 
of the Presbyterian Hospital replied that on 
Saturday afternoon they had admitted a 
woman named Wheeler, who had been as- 
8 by a tramp—for such was the story 
to 

Wheeler was now the man to find. Lieut. 
Keleher, guessing rightly that the husband 
would visit his wife at the Presbyterian 
Hospital, went to the place, while Capt. 
O’Neil, taking with him Detectives Crotty, 
Clancy, Tousley, and Duffy, went to the 
Wheeler residence to make a thorough 
search of the place. 

When Lieut. Keleher reached the Presby- 
terlan Hospital he found Mrs. Wheeler in a 
precarious condition, upon which the doctors 
could venture no opinion. Her injuries, they 
said, were of a serious character and might 
prove fatal. 


Mrs. Wheeler's Story. 


On Saturday her husband, she said, went 
to her mother’s home and induced her to go 
back to the Halsted street home and assist 
in packing up. She went, and about 10 
o'clock, when they had everything arranged 
to move from the place, he told her she 
would feel better if she would lie down and 
sleep awhile. 

The woman, without any suspicion, put 
on a nightgown and knelt at the side of the 
bed with her back to her husband. 

In the meantime he had secured a hatchet 
and walked close to her, talking so as to 
disarm any suspicions. She was still kneel- 
ing when, without any warning, Wheeler 
struck her on the top of the head with the 
weapon and knocked her down. 

Quick as a flash he pulled the weapon from 
where it had stuck in her skull, and as she 
turned to get up he struck her again, this 
time on the left temple. 

Wheeler was now beside himself with rage. 
His wife, with blood flowing from her 
wounds, begged him to spare her life, but he 
told her he was going to finish her this time, 
and that he ought to have done it last week 
before they had parted. He kicked her sav- 
agely as they fought for possession of the 
weapon, and finally, wrenching it from her, 
her dealt her a blow in the face that will 
cause her to lose the sight of her eye. 

It was then she grasped the weapon with 
both hands and, holding it to her bosom, 
tried to get beneath the rudely improvised 
bed. He tried to kill her, and refused to 
listen to her piteous appeals. He tried to 
turn her over and take the weapon from her, 
but the struggles of the woman prevented

FRISCO ROAD’S REORGANIZATION . 


Securities Must Be Deposited with Mer- 
eantile Trust Company of New York. 


At the request of the New York, Boston, 
and Amsterdam committees. formed for the 
protection of the holders of St. Louis and 
San Francisco railway company 4 per cent 
consolidated bonds a Reorganization com- 
mittee, of which Louis Fitzgerald, President 
of the Mercantile Trust company of New 
York, is Chairman, has been formed, pur- 
suant to a plan and agreement dated April 
21, copies of which may be obtained from 
any member of the committee. 

Holders of bonds are requested thereby 
to deposit their holdings with the Mercantile 
Trust company of New York or the Amer- 
ican Loan and Trust company of Boston, 
who act as their agent for this purpose. 
Holders of the above named bonds paying 
an assessment of 10 per cent will receive for 
each consolidated bond of $1,000 $140 in first 
preferred stock for the assessment, $1,000 
in second preferred stock, and $1,800 in com- 
mon stock, and will have the right to sub- 
scribe to securities as set forth in the plan. 

It is stated that the interests that have 
already assented to the plan comprise more 
than 75 per cent of the bonds. The plan, 
therefore, will almost immediately become 
operative. Deposits must be made on or 
before June 1, after which date bonds, if 
taken at all, will oniy be received upon 
terms to be announced hereafter. The fixed 
charges before the reorganization amounted 
to $2,581,074, whereas, under the plan, they 
will be reduced to $1,194,330.

Immigrant Rate Troubles. 
A meeting between the Advisory commit- 
tee of the Western Immigrant Clearing-

the Eastern trunk lines will be held in New 
York next week, for the purpose of taking 
measures for preventing the Southern Pa- 
cific from demoralizing the immigrant rates 
from New York to the Pacific coast. All 
efforts to bring about an agreement with the 
Southern Pacific have been unsuccessful. 
The Western roads think if the trunk lines 
were to cease paying the General Eastern 
Agent of the Southern Pacific intermediate 
commissions on all California business going 
through Ellis Island the situation would im- 
prove materially. 


Disappears from Holland, Mich. 

Holland, Mich., April 26.— [Special. Six 
months ago Dr. S. A. Johnson moved here 
from Kalkaska, bought a fine residence, be- 
came prominent in church and social circles, 
and built up a good practice. Just before 
coming here he married a widow with four 
children. He had a son and daughter by his 
first wife, who is dead. On Tuesday Dr. 
Johnson, accompanied by the children of his 
first wife, left here for Grand Rapids and 
Chicago, and has not since been seen. He 
left everything behind. Many predict he 
will never return. 


Probably Murdered for $50. 
Decatur, III., April 26.—The body of the 
man found in the woods yesterday is be- 
lieved to be that of August Hackeman of 
Staunton, III., who came here in February 
to work in a coal mine.

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FORECAST OF THE WEEK IN CONGRESS 


Senate to Spend the Time on Appro- 
priation Billa House Expects to 
Vote on Pension Bill Today. 


Washington, D. C., April 26.+-The Senate 
program for this week includes only the con- 
sideration of appropriation bills, beginning 
with the naval bill on Monday and following 
that closely with either the river and har- 
‘bor or the District of Columbia bill. 

It is expected that Senator Gorman will 
make an effort te amend the naval bill so 
as to provide for the construction of only 
two battleships instead of four, as the bill 
provides. There is also an element in the 
Senate favorable to increasing the number 
to six. 

The river and harbor bill will undoubtedly 
be made the subject of severe attack by Sen- 
ator White and others who stand with him 
on the Southern California deep water har- 
bor question. 

A large majority of the*Senators regard 
early adjournment as quite definitely de- 
termined upon. 

Senator Mitchell says that he is anxious 
to secure a vote upon the resolution to seat 
Mr. Dupont as Senator from Delaware. 

Senator Peffer will not for the present 
press his bond resolution in antagonism to 
the ap tion bills. 

The Senators are taking the possibility of 
a veto of the river and harbor bill into ac- 
count in their calculations on adjournment 
and there will be an effort to hold Congress 
in session during the ten days which the 
President is allowed to consider a bill in 
order to secure an opportunity for passing 
the bill over the veto if it is disapproved. 


In the House. 


This week promises action by the House on 
several measures. The Pickler general pen- 
sion bill will be voted on tomorrow if the 
clamor for more time for debate is not too 
importunate, in which case the debate may 
be allowed to run on for several days. The 
measure will probably receive every Repub- 
lican and quite a number of Democratic 
votes. It has been agreed that the bill to 
empower the President to retire John M. 
Quackenbush as a commander in the navy 
shall be taken up on Tuesday. Commander 
Quackenbush was court-martialed and dis- 
missed from the navy in 1874 on charges of 
excessive intoxication. He has now reached 
the age when, had he not been so dismissed, 
he would be retired. 

The Hoube also agreed to take up the bank- 
ruptcy bill this week. 


ARE NUMBERED WITH THE DEAD 


James A. Stewart. 

James A. Stewart, who died recently at his 
home, No. 9 Nutt street, aged 74 years, had 
been in Chicago since 1857. He was con- 
nected with the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific railroad company until disabled for 
work through an accident by which he lost 
a leg. At the time of the great fire of 1871 
he lost his all in the old City Hotel at Lake 
and State streets. Shortly after, with his 
wife, they managed the Illinois Soldiers’ 
Home at Evanston until it was discontinued. 
For a short time immediately after it was 
opened Mr. Stewart was employed at the 
Presbyterian Hospital, but became unable 
to work and was obliged to retire from 
active life. His death was caused by a 
shock from being knocked down on the 
street by a wagon. He was one of the heirs 
to the Anneke Jans estate, his ancestors 
being natives of Holland,

Garden of Eden at the North Pole. 


The Rev. A. J. Canfield, D. D., preached.

It is hard to see, however, 
how money can fail to become cheaper. 
With excessive funds in London, which can 
be loaned in this country, and with a 
plethora of money in Eastern money mar- 
kets Chicago can hardly keep up a high 
rate of.its own. 

It will be an easy matter for the shipping 
ot money from New York and Boston to 
Chicago, and if Eastern rates range around 
4 per cent while Chicago rates are 6 per cent 
it will not be long before meney will be 
shipped to Chicago to compete with that 
held by local banks. In New York and Bos-. 
ton it is sald all the money that is wanted 
can de had at 4 per cent for call loans and 8 
per cent for time loans. In London call 
loans are being made as low as K of 1 per 
cent. Chicago has never known any rates 
which compared with these. The best rates 
ever obtained in Chiéago have not been 


much under 8 per cent. The distance from 


Chicago to London is gradually becoming 
less, and with excessive differences of inter- 
est rates there will be a turn in the tide of 
gold, and we will get back some of that 
which hae been lost in the past. 

Reduction in Currency Volume. 

One of the reasons for high rates of in- 
terest lies in the fact of the reduction in cur- 
rency. The United States Treasury now has 
in the neighborhood of $100,000,000 in excess 
of its holdings of last year. This means a 
contraction of that amount in the currency 
of the country. It is believed this contrac- 
tion in the currency is due toe well-defiacd 
policy on the part of Treasury officials, who 
believe that a contraction of the currency 
will keep up interest rates and through this 
bring about higher rates for sterling ex- 
change, and thereby preserve the gold re- 
serve from further attacks. If this is the 
case it is a most short-sighted policy on the 
part of the government officials. The main- 
taining of interest rates above the normal 
figure has the effect of curtailing loans and 
to a large extent this affects the entire busi- 
ness interests of the country. To cause a 
partial paralysis of the trade and commerce 
of this great country in order that the gold 
reserve may be maintained is a short-sighted 
piece of flnanctering which ts unworthy of 
those who have originated It. 

If such has been the intent in bringing 
about the contraction in the currency of 
the country it has certainly worked suc 
cessfully. The gold reserve is being main- 
tained with scarcely a break, and it stands 
today in round numbers at $127,000,000, or 
practically the Same as when the payments 
under the bond issue ceased. Sterling rates 
are at the figure where it does not pay to 
send out gold. There have been a few 
withdrawals of gold for shipment abroad, 
but altogether they have amounted to but 
little more than $1,000,000, and this has 
been made up by the natural receipts of 
gold by the easury Department. Those 

who see a bugbear to frighten people in 
trade in a diminishing gold reserve have no 
reason to complain at the present condition. 
The gold reserve is well above the $100,000,- 
000 mark, and the indications are it will be 
many months before there is a sufficient 
drain upon the reserve to cause any worry 
or alarm. 

Inerease in Bank Clearings. 


Bank clearings in Chicago and other cities 
continue to make favorable comparisons 
with the figures of the corresponding periods 
in last year. Chicago has done particularly 
well, and the increase has been more marked 
here than in any other of the principal cities 
of the country. This increase cannot be 
credited to the extensive dealing on the Chi- 
cago Stock Exchange, as the increase in the 
volume of business done there has been coun- 
teracted by a decrease in the amount of busi- 
ness done on the Board of Trade. 

The week ending Saturday has been a re- 
markatie one, when viewed from a specu- 
lative standpoint. There has hardly been 
a week in the history of the Stock Exchange 
when the total of transactions has been 
larger or where the advance has been shown 
in any single stock that has been shown in 
Diamond Match. The high quotation on 
Diamond Match for Saturday, April 18, was 
193. It advanced steadily through the 
week until it touched the highest point in its 
history on Friday of last week, when it sold 
at 230. This showed an advance of 115 
points from the low quotation of Dec. 21, 
when the stock sold at 118. There were 
heavy sales of the stock through the entire 
week, and while Friday showed a reaction 
of 10 points from the highest quotation of 

the day, the stock was strong again on Sat- 
urday, selling from an opening at 222 to 225, 
and closing at 223 in the first account: Not-

bonus now given for warships above a 
guaranteed speed could also be secured by 
the contractars by means of this device, 
which adds little or nothing to the first cost 
of the vessel. 

The patent has been taken out on a groove 
which is cut in the side of the vessel, running 
aft, about one-fourth of the length. This 
groove starts near the bow, above the water- 
line, and runs aft on either side, ending some 
distance below the water-line. The groove 
in the side of the vessel is a continuous in- 
dentation with a well-rounded shoulder. It 
is deepest near its center, tapering off from 
that point both fore and aft. 


Decreases the Draft. 

The natural effect of this groove in the 
case of a steamer going through the water 
is to force her bow higher than it would be 
under normal circumstances. The water 
which is crowded out of her way by the ship 
forces itself into this big groove in her side, 
exerting a constant upward pressure. The 
effect of this is to lift the bow of the ship 
so that she makes less displacement and 
offers less resistance. But when she loses 
her speed she sinks at the bow again to her 
normal depth. A test of this device with 
working models was made in this city last 
week. The models used were fac-similes of 
the steamships Paris and New York. They 
were operated by storage batteries and 
raced against each other in the big swim- 
ming tank of the New Manhattan Athietic 
club. Herbert Wycherly of this city and Dr. 
J. Wilton Barlow of Brooklyn, the in- 
ventors, explained the principle to Commo- 
dore Flagler of the American Yacht club; 
Prof. Hailock of Columbia College, Col. 
Rush Hawkins, and other guests who had 
been invited to witness the test. . 

Each of the little boats was about th 
feet long. They were. built of brass, and 
were identical in every respect, save that 
one had grooves in her sides and the other 
had none. The swimming tank in which the 
boats were placed is 125 feet long, and at a 
given signal they were started together at 
an equal rate of speed. The little boats had 
gone but a few feet when the one in the 
sides of which the grooves had been cut be- 
gan to gain perceptibly upon the other. Its 
bow was raised as the speed increased. The 
models were timed with stop watches. It 
was found that the boat with the grooves 
in her sides covered the’ distance in forty- 
three seconds, while the other required one 
minute and ten seconds to make the trip to 
the end of the tank. The return trip down 
the tank was made in forty-four seconds 
and one minute and eleven seconds respec- 
tively. 

Cause of Speed Demonstrated. 

In order to show that the difference in 
speed was due to the grooves in the sides 
of the boat Dr. Barlow fitted thin metal 
strips into them. The two boats were again 
started down the tank, but this time they 
made the voyage together. The grooves 
being closed by the metal strips prevented 
the device making its influence felt, and the 
boats progressed at equal speed. On the 
three-foot model the grooves were only one- 
quarter of an inch deep and less than an 
inch in width. 

The inventors claim that more than one 
groove can be built in the side of a ship like 
the Campania, thus increasing the force of 
the water in raising her bow. Inserting such 
grooves when a vessel is being bujlt will, 
they claim, neither add to the expehse nor 
weaken her structure, and a permanent in- 
crease of 20 per cent in her speed will cer- 
tainly result, with no additional burning of 
coal. The device, it is claimed, has been 
tried on a model twenty-two feet long, with 
results as satisfactory as those obtained in 
the swimming tank of the New Manhattan 
Athletic club. 

The patent, it is expected, will be mainly 
valuable in increasing the speed of steam- 
ships, but there is no apparent reason why 
the same principle may not be applied to 
yachts and sailing vessels. The yacht of the 
future may have the whole side of each bow 
slashed with these diagonal lings, to lift her 
bow as she plunges through the water, thus 
increasing her speed by reducing her im- 
mersion and consequent resistance. 


RECOMMENDED RECIPE FOR GOOD TIMES 


Mere Quantity in the Amount of Money 
or Volume of Currency Not Ea- 
seutial to Prosperity. , 


Chicago, April 25.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—The Populists think that good times 
and general prosperity depend on the quan- 
tity of money in use in the country.. Noth- 
ing can be more fallacious. It is net so much 
the quantity of current money as its sound- 
ness, stability, purchasing power, and the 
use made of it that make good times. Good 
times are when prices are good in good 
money, when business is active, when work 
is plenty, wages high, and confidence strong, 
and when property can be easily or readily 
sold without sacrifice or loss. It is the quick 
circulation of money in use in ordinary busi- 
ness that makes the good times people wish 
for. 

Nor do prices and values—of property— 
depend solely on the quantity of money in 
yse, if the money is sound. This may be de- 
cisively shown by a fact perfectly well 
known. The quantity of money (specie) in 
France (Paris) is at ali times from two to 
three times as great as in England. The 
entire amount of specie (gold coin) in use in 
England is about £120,000,000, or $600,000,000, 
about the same as in this country: the 
amount of silver about 20,000, 000, or 4100, 
6000, 000, or only one-sixth as much as there 
is in this country. Compare these totals 
with the amount of gold and silver coin 
constantly held by the Bank of France. 
This appears from the returns published in 
the financial statements of the banks of the 
two nations from time to time. Thus: 

The average stock of coin (gold) held by 
the Bank of England for the month ending 
Nov. 22, 180%, was £31,617,762 ($157,588,810): 
add the amounts held by the Scotch and Irish 
banks, £8,568,970 ($43,844,850): total held by 
the banks of Great Britain, £40,086,732 (00, 
433,660). The latest mint report gives the 
amount of gold coin in all France at $825,- 
000,000, about four times as much as that 
held in the banks of Great Britain, while the 
total of silver coin in France is given at 
$492,000,000, or five times the amount of 
silver current in England, or nearly as much 
as held in this country. When to this is 
added the amounts of credit money—bank 
notes, paper currency—in circulation in the 
two countries the wonder grows. In the 
United Kingdom the total bank note circula- 
tion last November was £48,266,750 ($241,- 
333,750). At the same time the paper circu- 
lation in France of all kinds was: Govern- 
ment issues, $509,860,000; bank issues, $607,- 
000,000; a total of $1,116,860,000. 

Comparison of Currency Volume. 

Thus the volume of currency, coin and 

„ in France is: Specie, $1,317, ; 
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Compare the returns of exports and im- 

rts of England with those of France for 
ast year, and, indeed, for any year or series 
of years. Yet there is always from three to 
five times as much money and currency— 
gold, silver, and notes, government and 
bank—in Paris as in London. 


Greenbaeks Not Money. 


Greenbacks are not money. They are 
only promises to pay money—of what kind? 
Dollars—not francs, nor florins, nor pounds 
sterling—Dbut dollars as known to the world 
long before greenbacks were heard of. 

Value alone does not make money, nor 
doliars either. The promise by the green- 
back is not to pay one dollar or other sum 
in wheat, cotton, or other merchandise, but 
to pay the dollar, or sum named, by paying 
the dollar itself, or the sum named in actual 
dollars. The same is true of all other kinds 
of paper currency. The currency (paper) is 
not money. It is mere currency taken as 
money, and good so far only as it is kept 
good and redeemed by a performance of the 
promise by payment in actual coin money 
when and wherever demanded. This is 
clearly shown by the usages of mankind, by 
other nations, by all men in business all 
the world over. 

There is nothing better than a Bank of 
England note; why is it good? Simply be- 
cause it is known with certainty that when 
presented to the Bank of England it will 
be surely paid in gold coin. The Bank of 
England note, like our greenback, is simply 
a promise to pay the sum named in it, wheth- 
er one or a hundred pounds. When pre- 
sented and paid the Bank of England note 
is canceled at once, and never reissued, or 
paid out, or used for any purpose. It is 
canceled, packed away in the vault, and 
finally destroyed. It matters not whether 
the note, when returned to the bank, has 
been out but an hour, or a day, ora year, 
or a century, it is in all cases canceled and 
destroyed the moment it is returned to the 
bank. It has answered its end, done its 
work, and never was money, and when the 
obligation which it imports on its face has 
been satisfied by payment the raison d’etre 
of its existence ceases. 

The same is true of the notes of the Banks 
of France, Germany, and all other nations. 
In all cases the notes, in fact, in terms, by 
usage and general understanding, are mere- 
ly a promise to.pay the sum of money named 
in the terms of the currency of the country 
—in England in pounds sterling, in France 
in francs, in Germany in marks, and they are 
accepted and dealt in as good in faith of 
that promise, inthe expectation of its fulfill- 
ment. 

With us, by act of Congress in 1889, the 
change was made providing for the reissqe 
of the greenback after being redeemed and 
paid in coin. This created the endless chain 
of which so much has been lately heard— 
an effectual device to cripple the public cred- 
it and to enslave the Nation. ILLINOIS.
